Scrapbooks 

Today I received from the 
mother of one of my students 
an old scrapbook, made three 
quarters of a century ago by 
a boy who later became a fa¬ 
mous editor. I have been turn¬ 
ing through it, reading a bit 
here and there, and trying to 
recreate the time and the boy. 

And that brings up the 
whole question of scrapbooks. 

Reading matter was scarce, 
as you all know, when some of 
us were young. Books were 
passed around from house to 
house, so that a single volume 
had often had half-a-hundred 
readers. Those who could not 
read very well listened to oth¬ 
ers who read aloud. 

I got my first love for po¬ 
etry in that fashion and heard 
older people read English and 
American Classics long before 
I knew A from B. Not many 
people could afford to buy 


books outright. The scrapbook 
became a substitute, a sort of 
home-made one, for books. 

From the weekly newspa¬ 
pers and the few cheap maga¬ 
zines we received we saved 
such poems or stories or pic¬ 
tures or jokes as struck our 
fancy, laying by for a later day 
when we would make a scrap¬ 
book. 

The scrapbook, in my case, 
at least, was largely a matter of 
winter work, when I was shut 
indoors with a cold or on the 
long winter nights around the 
fireplace. I still have several 
of these home-made books, 
some fairly good, others pretty 
bad. The astonishing thing is 
that my scrapbooks and others 
I have seen show a startling 
lack of arrangement or choice. 
The dullest things that took 
our eyes were given as much 
attention as genuinely valu¬ 
able things. 

Many of these old scrap¬ 
books have assumed genuine 
historical value for they have 
kept alive material that would 
otherwise be lost.

Preparing for tax season 
is half the battle

Now is the time when 
we start thinking about filing 
our income taxes from the 
previous year. Even though 
it’s an annual event, it can 
cause anxiety for many. By 
preparing now, you can ease 
the process for yourself and 
your tax preparer. 

The Internal Revenue 
Service tracks everyone by 
their Social Security number. 
Make sure you have your 
number and that of your 
spouses if filing jointly, 
plus the number(s) of your 
dependent(s). In addition to 
your W-2 or like form, you 
want to include information 
about any interest you earned 
from savings accounts, stocks 
or mutual funds as these are 
also taxable. 

One of the largest 
deductions many people can 
claim is mortgage interest. 
If you have a mortgage, 
you should get a 1098 form 
from your lender specifying 
how much interest you 
paid in the last year. You 
will also want to remember 
any documentation for any 
additional deductions you 
may have, such as property 
taxes paid and charitable 
donations made within the 



past year. Common forms of 
documentation for charitable 
donations include a cancelled 
check if you gave a monetary 
donation or an itemized 
receipt if you donated clothes 
or other goods. 

Your goal should be to 
break even at tax time, which 
means you don’t receive a 
big refund from the state or 
federal government or you 
don’t have to write a big 
check to either or both. 

Every year, thousands of 
taxpayers will get refunds. 
While some consider 
overpaying in taxes on their 
paycheck a form of forced 
savings, you may want to 
consider how you could use 
this money throughout the 
year. The extra money could 
help you with such things 
as building your personal 
savings or emergency fund, 
making an extra house 
payment or paying off 
debt. To change your tax 
withholding, you will need 
to file a new W-4 form with 
your employer. 

Many tax preparers 
advertise immediate money 
through tax refund advance 
services. However, these may 
not be the best idea for many. 
A fee is usually assessed in 
exchange for the quick cash. 
Tax refund advances are 
similar to a payday loan, and 
both are some of the most 
expensive ways to borrow 
money. According to the 
Consumer Action website, 
annual percentage rates can 
range from 50 to 500 percent 
on tax refund advances. A 


tax advance refund, or rapid 
refund, is a loan. If for some 
reason your refund is less 
than anticipated, you could 
end up paying the difference 
between the two and possibly 
additional fees or interest. 
Perhaps a better way to get 
your refund quickly is to 
electronically file your taxes 
as early as possible and have 
it deposited directly into 
your checking account. By 
doing so, you could have 
your refund as soon as 10 
days later. 

If you owe the IRS money 
this year, you may want 
to consider changing your 
withholding status with your 
employer so more money 
can be taken out throughout 
the year, so you’re not hit 
with a big payment next year. 
If you owe taxes but don’t 
have the money to pay due to 
unemployment or a reduction 
in work in the past year, you 
may qualify for the IRS’s 
Fresh Start program, which 
may allow you to repay 
your debt in installments 
without failure-to-pay 

penalties. There are income 
and tax limits associated 
with this program. For more 
information on it, visit http:// 
www.irs.gov.

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Remembering Bertha Hough 


It is with deep regret that 
I could not attend my cousin 
Bertha Ross Hough’s memo¬ 
rial mass. Although Bertha 
was my second cousin (or 
first cousin once removed), 
with decades separating us, 
we grew quite close when I 
lived in Augusta, Kentucky 
for a few years. 

I actually did not even 
meet Bertha until I was in 
my late twenties. I drove 
to Augusta to interview her 
to record the family history. 
Immediately, I was hooked. 
I had to come back and visit 
with Bertha again, which I 
did for the next few years un¬ 
til I moved to the small town 
on the Ohio River. 

I have more memories of 
Bertha than I can count. But 
when I heard she died last 
week, one memory kept re¬ 
playing over and over in my 
head. 

It was a pleasant May 
day when I drove to Augusta 
to visit with Bertha. She had 
visitors to her Folk Art Shop 
as usual. But late in the after¬ 
noon everyone disappeared 
with the light rain that had 
just tapered off 

I was sitting on the 
swing on the front porch. 
Bertha sat down to join me. 
We swung lightly, letting the 
pleasant May day absorb us. 
Slowly a conversation began. 
We already knew each other 
was an artist, but we quickly 
came to realize we shared 
deeply held beliefs. Vali¬ 


dating another’s existence is 
probably one of the greatest 
gifts someone can give you, 
because it brings peace. 

In fact, we felt such un¬ 
equivocal acceptance of each 
other, that we stopped talk¬ 
ing, enjoying each other’s 
stillness.

RED-OUT EYE DROPS 
MAY HARM KIDS 


Many people mistakenly assume 
that, because certain medications 
are available over-the-counter 
(OTC) at the pharmacy, they 
are necessarily safe to use. 
However, recent concerns about 
acetaminophen over-dosing 
should clearly illustrate the 
potential dangers of OTC drug 
misuse. Another case in point that 
alarms eye professionals involves 
the improper intake of OTC 
eye drops used to alleviate eye 
redness. These products contain 
tetrahydrozoline, oxymetazoline, 
or naphazoline, which work by 
narrowing the blood vessels in 
the eye. While generally safe for 
adults when used as prescribed, 
there have been cases of young 
children ingesting the eye drops 
unsupervised and experiencing 
dire consequences as a result. 
These products, which do not 
have child-proof closures, should 
be stored out of children’s reach.

Lake Cumberland Water Level 
to increase 20 Feet this summer 


The U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers announced to¬ 
day that it plans to raise the 
level of Lake Cumberland 
this summer by 20 feet, a 
year ahead of schedule as it 
nears completion of repairs 
on Wolf Creek Dam. 

“This is great news for 
tourists, boaters, fishermen 
and the marinas and other 
businesses in the Lake Cum¬ 
berland area,” said Gov. 
Steve Beshear. “The early 
completion of the work at 
Wolf Creek Dam will help 
bring back much-needed 
jobs in this area.” 

The corps said it planned 
to raise the level of the lake 
by about 20 feet this sum¬ 
mer to a range of 700-705 
feet above sea level, Lt. Col. 
James A. DeLapp, the Nash¬ 
ville District commander, 
said in a news release. Be¬ 
fore raising the level, a safety 
team must conduct a review 
of a new barrier wall that is 
near completion to ensure it 
meets safety standards. 

In 2007, the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers lowered 
the level of Lake Cumber¬ 
land by 40 feet to ease pres¬ 
sure on the structure. The 
corps said the dam needed re¬ 
pairs because a failure of the 
nearly mile-long dam would 
fiood communities along the 
Cumberland River. It has 
remained at a level of about 
680 feet above sea level. 

The lowering of the wa¬ 
ter level resulted in fewer 
visitors to the lake and hurt 
local marinas and other tour- 
ism-related businesses. Even 
at the lower water level, the 
lake is the third largest lake 
in Kentucky. News reports 
said visitation to the lake 
dropped by 11 percent from 
2006 to 2007. 

“I think this is the 
best news we could have 


received,” said Carolyn 
Mounce, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Somerset-Pulaski 
County Convention and Visi¬ 
tors Bureau. “The fishermen 
are going to be in fishing 
heaven. It’s going to make 
fishing on Lake Cumberland 
a premium.” 

Gerry Buynak, assis¬ 
tant fisheries director for the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resourc¬ 
es, said adding water atop 
the lake’s overgrown banks 
will boost fish populations 
in Lake Cumberland for the 
next three to five years. 

“This will result in a ‘new 
lake’ fish population boom, 
with very good spawns of 
fish such as bass and crap- 
pie expected,” he said. “This 
vegetation will also provide 
cover for young fish so sur¬ 
vival should increase result¬ 
ing in the production of very 
strong year classes.” 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life will stock 150,000 more 
walleyes and 150,000 more 
striped bass than normal this 
year. Altogether, the depart¬ 
ment will add 1 million wall¬ 
eye and striped bass to the 
lake this year to give fishing 
a boost. 

Buynak said the depart¬ 
ment also plans to jump-start 
the trophy trout fishery in the 
Lake Cumberland tailwa- 
ter by stocking 10,000 trout 
larger than 15 inches next 
winter. 

“This will bring the fish¬ 
ery back quicker as the abun¬ 
dance of the larger rainbow 
trout in the tailwater has de¬ 
clined drastically due to poor 
water conditions,” Buynak 
said.

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Kentucky delegates help set national 
agricultural priorities at American Farm 
Bureau Federation annual meeting 


As the American Farm 
Bureau Federation’s (AFBF) 
94th annual meeting came to 
a close yesterday in Nash¬ 
ville, Tennessee, the voting 
delegates from Kentucky 
and other Farm Bureaus 
around the country were 
weighing in on numerous 
agricultural issues of nation¬ 
al importance. 

“The voting delegate ses¬ 
sion is the primary reason we 
gather at this annual meeting 
each year,” said Kentucky 
Farm Bureau (KFB) Presi¬ 
dent Mark Haney, of Pu¬ 
laski County, who heads the 
delegation from Kentucky. 
“During these discussions 
we highlight issues facing 
farmers across the country 
and establish priority issues 
that will then be carried into 
the halls of our nation’s cap- 
itol.” 

Delegates from the Blue- 
grass State clearly represent¬ 
ed the interests of Kentucky’s 
farmers as the AFBF 2013 
national ag policies were 
created. Kentucky’s priority 
issues, developed at its own 
annual meeting in early De¬ 
cember, included the federal 
government’s fiscal policy, a 
national farm bill, environ¬ 
mental regulations, and farm 
labor reform. 

During the annual meet¬ 
ing’s opening session, AFBF 
President Bob Stallman also 
reminded attendees that 
AFBF’s policy development 
process isn’t truly complete 
until it is voiced to our na¬ 
tion’s leaders in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. 

“Lest anyone wonder 
why we need a farm bill, 
we should remember the 
drought of 2012,” said Stall- 
man. “More than half of 
the country was in a severe 
drought last summer. Crops 
withered, hay supplies dis¬ 
appeared, feed costs soared 
and wildfires blazed. Thank¬ 
fully our crop insurance pro¬ 
gram worked as intended 
and we lived to fight another 
day.” 

By the end of the vot¬ 
ing session, Farm Bureau 
delegates clearly expressed 
support for a bipartisan, re¬ 
form-minded farm bill built 
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around a broad, flexible, 
crop-insurance based pro¬ 
gram. 

In addition to helping es¬ 
tablish AFBF’s 2013 nation¬ 
al priority issues, more than 
500 KFB members traveled 
to Nashville to take in a vari¬ 
ety of industry-based semi¬ 
nars and support Kentucky’s 
representatives competing 
for national recognition in 
a variety of contests. All to¬ 
gether, approximately 6,000 
Farm Bureau members from 
across the country attended 
the AFBF annual meeting. 

Highlights from the Ken¬ 
tucky delegation include: 

Terry Gilbert, a Dan¬ 
ville native and member of 
the KFB Board of Directors, 
was re-elected to a two-year 
term as Chair of the AFBF 
Women’s Committee. 

Ryan and Misty Bivens 
of LaRue County won the 
Young Farmer & Rancher 
Achievement Award compe¬ 
tition. This award recognizes 
young farmers and ranchers 
who have excelled in their 
farming or ranching opera¬ 
tions and exhibited superior 
leadership abilities. Partici¬ 
pants were evaluated on a 
combination of their agri¬ 
cultural operation’s growth 
and financial progress, Farm 
Bureau leadership and lead¬ 
ership outside of Farm Bu¬ 
reau. 

Stacy Vincent of Fay¬ 
ette County was Kentucky’s 
representative in the Young 
Farmer & Rancher Discus¬ 
sion Meet, finishing in the 
final four. This competition 
simulates a committee meet¬ 
ing in which active discus¬ 
sion and participation are 
expected. Participants were 
evaluated on their ability to 
persuasively exchange ideas 
and information on the final 
topic: “How should Farm 
Bureau help prepare its 
members - both young and 
old - for transferring opera¬ 
tions to the next generation 
of farmers and ranchers? 
What is Farm Bureau’s role 
in encouraging more trans¬ 
fers?” 

Greg and Contessa Har¬ 
ris of Madison County were 
Kentucky’s representatives 
in the Young Farmer & 
Rancher Excellence in Ag¬ 
riculture competition. This 
award recognizes young 
farmers and ranchers who 
do not derive the majority 
of their income from an ag¬ 
ricultural operation, but who 
actively contribute and grow 
through their involvement in 


agriculture, their leadership 
ability and participation in 
Farm Bureau and other or¬ 
ganizations. 

Mercer County Farm 
Bureau was among the 25 
counties invited to share 
their creative programs as 
part of AFBF’s County Ac¬ 
tivities of Excellence. The 
displays spotlight innova¬

BC Conservation 
Dist. accepting Cost 
Share applications 

The Bracken County 
Conservation District is now 
accepting Kentucky Soil Ero¬ 
sion and Water Quality Cost 
Share Applications on a con¬ 
tinuous basis. This continual 
sign-up is designed to make 
the program more “landown¬ 
er friendly” and help address 
the needs of a landowner at 
any time during the year. As 
landowners plan conserva¬ 
tion projects with the assis¬ 
tance of their local conser¬ 
vation district, they will be 
able to apply for financial 
assistance for those projects 
without having to wait for a 
designated sign up period. 

Thousands of Kentucky 
landowners have received 
state assistance through the 
Kentucky Soil Erosion and 
Water Quality Cost Share 
program. Known informally 
as state cost share, the pro¬ 
gram was created in 1994 
and helps landowners imple¬ 
ment best management prac¬ 
tices to protect soil and water 
resources on their property. 
Since the program’s incep¬ 
tion, more than $129 million 
has been approved for use in 
implementing best manage¬ 
ment practices through more 
than 15,000 submitted ap¬ 
plications. This money has 
assisted landowners in all of 
Kentucky’s 120 counties. 

Many state cost share 
practices are offered through 
the state cost share program. 
Some examples are: agricul¬ 
ture and animal waste control 
facilities, streambank stabili¬ 
zation, animal waste utiliza¬ 
tion, vegetative filter strips, 
integrated crop management, 
pesticide containment, sink¬ 
hole protection, pasture and 
hay land forage quality and 
heavy use area protection. A 
list of all practices is avail¬ 
able at http://conservation. 
ky.gov/Pages/StateCost- 
Share.aspx. 

The Kentucky Soil Ero¬ 
sion and Water Quality Cost 
Share program is funded 
through the Tobacco Settle¬ 
ment Funds and the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture. 
For the 2013 program year, 
$2.5 million will be avail¬ 
able to landowners across 
the state.

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Record harvest for 2012-13 
deer season in Kentucky 

Kentucky deer hunters 
will have lots of ground 
venison for chili this win¬ 
ter, roasts to bake with on¬ 
ions, celery and vegetables 
and back strap chops to 
grill during the summer. 

That’s because a record 
deer harvest was posted for 
the 2012-13 deer season, 
which ended with the close 
of archery season on Jan. 
21 . 

Hunters bagged 131,388 
whitetails of which 56 per¬ 
cent were male and 44 per¬ 
cent female. Firearms hunt¬ 
ers reported taking 95,612 
deer while archers harvest¬ 
ed 18,705 deer. Muzzle- 
loader hunters took 14,583 
deer and crossbow hunters, 
2,488 deer. 

The previous record 


harvest of 124,752 occurred 
during the 2004-05 season. 

“We had exceptionally 
good weather, with no rain- 
outs over the three week¬ 
ends of modern gun season 
this past November,” said 
David Yancy, deer biologist 
for the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “Coupled with 
that, we had an average to 
below average mast (acorn) 
crop. Deer had to search for 
food and that made it more 
likely they would be seen 
by hunters.” 

Looking over the har¬ 
vest data, Yancy said the 
increase in the number of 
deer taken by firearms hunt¬ 
ers really jumps out and is 
the number one reason for 
the overall harvest record. 

“F irearms hunters 
bagged 12,249 more deer 
than last season,” said Yan¬ 
cy. During the 2011-12 deer 
season, Kentucky firearms 
hunters took 83,363 deer. 
This season the total spiked 


to 95,612. 

Archers also experi¬ 
enced an excellent season. 

Archery hunters ar¬ 
rowed 18,705 deer, which 
represents the fourth con¬ 
secutive harvest record 
dating back to the 2009-10 
season. 

A longer than normal 
season may have contrib¬ 
uted to this year’s record 
archery harvest. “Because 
of calendar shift, there was 
an extra seven days of hunt¬ 
ing,” Yancy. “Bow season 
opened on Sept. 1, the earli¬ 
est it could have been.” 

Archery season for deer 
opens on the first Saturday 
in September and continues 
through the third Monday in 
January. On average, that’s 
about 136 days of hunting. 

The 2013-14 archery 
season dates are Sept. 7 
through Jan. 20, 2014. 

Prior to the 2012-13 
deer season, Kentucky’s 
deer herd was estimated to 
number about 850,000, a 


decrease from one million 
in 2003. 

Good habitat, aggres¬ 
sive doe harvest and the 
one-buck limit are thought 
to be the main reasons for 
the development of Ken¬ 
tucky’s quality deer herd. 
This herd grants good hunt¬ 
ing opportunities in all 120 
Kentucky counties. 

Looking forward to next 
season, Yancy said odds are 
the deer harvest will remain 
within the statistical range 
of recent seasons. 

“At this point, weath¬ 
er and the size of the mast 
crop or the availability of 
acorns are more of a factor 
in how many deer will be 
taken, than the actual size 
of the deer herd,” explained 
Yancy. “Our herd has stabi¬ 
lized.” 

With hope, that stabi¬ 
lization will produce more 
harvest records next deer 
season.

On the other hand, if Strong 
is still in Louisville in 2016, 
Jurich pays him $1 million bonus 
for loyalty, and $200,000 each 
year after through 2018.

Farm Service Agency 
Announces Important 
Program Updates 

The U.S. Department 
of Agriculture’s Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) 
reminds producers that the 
American Taxpayer Relief 
Act of 2012 extended the 
authorization of the Food, 
Conservation, and Energy 
Act of 2008 (the 2008 Farm 
Bill) for many Commodity 
Credit Corporation (CCC) 
commodity, disaster, and 
conservation programs 
through 2013. FSA 
administers these programs. 

The extended programs 
include, among others: the 
Direct and Counter-Cyclical 
Payment Program (DCP), 
the Average Crop Revenue 
Election Program (ACRE), 
and the Milk Income Loss 
Contract Program (MILC). 
FSA is preparing the 
following actions: 

•FSA will begin sign-ups 
for DCP and ACRE for the 
2013 crops on Feb. 19, 2013. 
The DCP sign-up period will 
end on Aug. 2, 2013; the 
ACRE sign-up period will 
end on June 3, 2013. 

•The 2013 DCP and 
ACRE program provisions 
are unchanged from 2012, 
except that all eligible 
participants in 2013 may 
choose to enroll in either DCP 
or ACRE for the 2013 crop 
year. This means that eligible 
producers who were enrolled 
in ACRE in 2012 may elect 
to enroll in DCP in 2013 or 
may re-enroll in ACRE in 
2013 (and vice versa). 

•All dairy producers’ 
MILC contracts are 
automatically extended to 
Sept. 30, 2013. Eligible 
producers therefore do not 
need to re-enroll in MILC. 
Specific details regarding 
certain modifications to 
MILC will be released soon. 

FSA will provide 
producers with information 
on program requirements, 
updates and signups as 
the information becomes 
available. Any additional 
details will be posted on 
FSA’s website.
